Friend Familiar Withthe History of the Famous Message 
to the St. Louis Convention Tells How 
Judge Came to Send It. 


ESOPUS, N. Y., July 11.—Lighte was 
thrown today on tHe history of the now fa- 
mous Parker telegram and the reply to it 
made by the Democratic convention at St. 
Louis by a close friend of Judge Parker, 
who declined to allow the use of his name. 
“When Judge Parker retired at 9:4 Fri- 
day night,’ said this man, ‘he did not know 
anything at all about the financial side of 
the platform which had been agreed upon, 
more than was outlined in the very brief 
bulletins telephoned from Kingston. When 
informed by the Associated Press corre- 
spondent at 6:50 a. m. of the bare fact of 
his nomination, he knew no more, and the 
first real knowledge he had of the action 
of the convention on the financial platform 
was when he read the New York morning 
papers. 

“Immediately after breakfast, that is to 
say, a little after 9 o'clock, he started for | 
a horseback ride. Just before mounting 
his horse a telegram was handed to him, 
giving a concise outline of the platform. 
From the moment of his reading of that 
telegram, it was noticed that he was very 
much preoccupied, and as he rode off his 
head was bowed as if in deep thought. 
“About 10:36 he rode up to the railroad 
station, asked for telegrams and received 
quite a bunch of. them. I1 happened to 
know that none of them gave him the in- 


operator and the remarkable series of 
events was under way: 

‘That night, while the convention tossed 
and billowed with the sensation he had 
produced, he did not go carly to bed, as 
he had done the night before, although the 
local celebration in his honor. ceased and 
the people dispersed as early as 10:15 p. 
m. He sat up until after 3 a.-m., closely 
watching the bulletins, and made no move* 
toward retiring until after the action of 
the convention on his telegram was made 
plain to him.” 

“It is not true,” said the gentleman 
quoted above, “that Judge Parker sent a 
message to Senator Hill demanding ihe in- 
sertion of a gold plank. His telegram to 
Willlam F. Sheehan was his: first com- 
munication, directly or indirectly, with the 
convention.’’ 

Judge Parker received to-day the follow- 
ing message from former President Cleve- 


land: ‘You must permit me to ess 
gratitude and admiration for the aplendia 
manifestation of honor and courage you 
have given to your countrymen and to the 
Democracy in your 8t. Louis. = atch.’ 

President Francis of the canis Ex- 
position telegraphed: Messer con ratula- 
tions, not ony on your nomination, but 
on your sagacious telegram, which the 
convention has sustained. Those who have 
been asking that you announce your posi- 
tion on the issues can no longer have any 
question as to your convictions or your 
courage to express them.’

With Buddhist prayers and chants and 
burning incense, the soul of Nao Saito, Jap- 
anese Geisha girl, was yesterday sped upon 
its journey over the river of 10,000 years to 
its eternity in Fijiyama, the sacred moun- 
tain of Japan. 

A Buddhist priest and fifteen assistants 
recited prayers and sang chants, and 100 
Japanese stood about the coffin in which 
lay the Geisha girl's body. 

The head was hairless: for the heavy 
suite of jet“blaek locks had been closely 
shorn and the tresses are now on their way 
to Japan to be buried in the soil of Nao 
Saito’s nativity. 

Nao Saito died at the City Hospital on 
Thursday of typhoid fever. came to 
the United States four weeks ago to take 
part in the performances in the theater 
at Fair Japan at the Falr. 

She was lonely. and when illness came 
her longliness made her an easy victim. 

At the City Hospital she was given every 
care, for attendants and nurses liked their 
little Geisha girl patient. When she died

The facts connected with the past his- 
tory of Mrs. M. K. Dantes, a*fashionably 
dressed woman, who was found dead in 
her room at the Hotel Milton, Eighteenth 
and Chestnut streets, Sunday morning, 
are a mystery, which so far remains un- 
solved. She was registered at the hotel 
as Mrs. M. Smith of New York, as she has 
been known in St. Louis for four months. 
Bhe died, believing she had been successful 
in concealing her true name from the pub- 
lic, but investigation Monday morning dis- 
closed it. Nothing is known of her life 
before she came to St. Louis, 

On the floor beside the bed were 
two bottles, both empty and without labels. 
One had contained spirits of cologne and 
the other alcohol. 

Her real name is believed to be Mrs. M. 
K. Dantes, either of New York or Wash- 
ington. 

Since ceming to St. 
has revealed her true name 
person, Rev. Allen K. Smith, 
Chriet Church Cathedral, 1210 Locust street. 
At her request he did not divulge her 
name so long as he knew her to be alive 
Upon being Mformed of her death by a 
repredertativé of the Post-Dispatch Dr. 
Smith. gave all infotmation of the woman 
which he possessed. But even from the 
minister, to whom she had evidently gone 
while laboring under a great trouble, she 
concealed her past and would tell him 
nothing except her name and the name 
of her mother. 

Dr. Smith remembers to have 
Mrs. Dantes-about.Easter. She called upon 
hin, explaining that she was an FE pisco- 
palian and desired to make her Easter 
eommunion. She did so, and several times 
after that she called to gain bis assistance 
in securing a position as trained nurse. 
Just how the subject came up Dr. Smith 
does not remember, but he became con- 
vinced that the name which she gave him, 
Mrs. M. Smith, was not her oorrect name, 
and he mentioned the matter to her. She 
admitted she was using an assumed name, 
but refused to tell the minister her correct 
name, although he asked her to do so. He 
finally explained that she was away from 
home and friends, and that some accident 
might happen to her, and begged her to 
tell her name so that in case anything of 
the kind did occur he could notify her

NO CONSPIRACY WAS FOUND 


Facts Alleged in Regard to Viclation 
to Any Law Does Not Consti- 
tute a Crime, Court Says. 


The indictment charging James M. Sei- 
bert. excise commissioner, with having con- 
spired to hinder and obstruct the adminis- 
tration of the laws through issuing rules 
allowing dramshops to keep open on Sun- 
day, to have music and to run gambling 
devices, was Monday morning dismissed by 
Judge Moore before whom the case was 
called. 

Judge Moore's action was the result of a 
demurrer to the indictment filed by the de- 
fense. It was argued that the indictment 
was not ’clear in its charges, that it did not 
charge the violation of any law, that the 
facts alleged did not constitute a crime, 
and tnat the indictment did not advise the 
defendant of the nature of the offense with 
which he was charge and therefore gave 
him no opportunity to prepare his defense.

How to Increase Your Weight Four Pounds in 
One Week 


From the July What To.,Eat. 

LL kinds of prescriptions have ‘been 
given for the man who desires to get 
fat. It is only a few years ago that 

he was advised to drink cod liver oil and 
to indulge freely in greasy and oleaginous 
articles of diet. But it soon dawned upon 
the medical profession thAt eating fat and 
oily things did not make people fat; that 
while they tended perhaps to lubricate the 
intestines and alimentary passages, they 
ai4 not contribute to the making of adipose 
tissue. Not only the doctors but the y- 
men became convinced for all time that 
one could grow fat or increase his weight 
only by eating foods that are rich in 


results of this progress in dietetic science 
Was the dietetic regimen given by a Chi- 
cago physician to a man who wanted to be 
assistant engineer in the fire department. 
After passing the civil service examination, 
he found that he was lacking four pounds 
of the standard weight required by the 
rules of the department. Instead of start- 
ing in to gorge himself by eating all sorts 
of indigestible things, he wisely consulted 
a physician who is known as a dietetic ex- 
pert. He told the physician he was given 


‘one week in which to increase his weight 


to 140. pounds. The regulations which were 
given this applicant for a place in the fire 
department embraced the product of the 


worthy of study and preservation. They 
were as follows: 

Don't work. Bat and sleep 
and take light exercise. 

“‘Arige at 8:30. For breakfast, half an 
hour later, eat as much oatmeal as can be 
taken with plenty of cream. Drink milk 
and water—considerable water. Potatoes 
are to be eaten in any style without 
grease. They are the greatest fat produc- 
ers, being nearly all starch. 

“Rest until 10 a. m. Then walk for an 
hour, not too briskly. Take a nap if it 
does not interfere with the regular 10 
hours’ sleep. 

For the midday meal eat roast veal, roast 
beef or chicken with rich soup; chicken 
broth with rice preferable. Eat mashed po- 
tatoes and quantities of bread and but- 
ter. -It is better to avoid pastry. 

Take a nap soon after dinner. Late in 
the afternoon exercise in the open air for 
three-quarters of an hour—not too briskly.

Postal Advancement as a Political Asset—What the Farmers Want—Hin- 
dered by Express Monopoly. 


James L. Cowles, Secretary of the Postal 
Progress League, in the New York World. 
A system of very low local rates for 

the free delivery service—rates like those 
of the free deliveries of Germany—would 
he of inestimable value to our farming 
population. It would pay its way from its 
inception. And with this the farmers de- 
mand a general parcels post, at least equal 
to th&t of the Europeans. 

In his Chicago platform, however, Sen- 
ator Lodge, though a member of the sen- 
atorial postal committee, takes special 
pains to ignore the postoffice, and to there- 
isby tnform the public that the Republican 
machine hag reached its limits as to posta! 
development and will henceforth give its 
attention to the protection of express in- 
terests. The postoffice of New York is 
to be left subject te the control of an ox- 
press company. 

In further confirmation ef this fact note 
the following: 

Postmaster-General Payne declares 
handling of merchandise by the postoffice 
an infringement of the express business 
and gays that he will oppose any extension 
of the existing four-pound- -weight limit 
with all his power. The Hon. Eugene I. 
Loud of California, a sworn foe of the post- 
office, a gentleman who says that the post- 
office is not a public necessity, that it 
ought to. be turned over to private cor- 
porations, that its very existence is a 
‘“wrong’’—this gentleman has been selected 
by the administration to represent the 
United States at the World Postal Congress 
of April, 190, at Rome. First Assistant 
Postmaster-General Wynne says that the 
business of the postoffice is ‘‘correspond- 
ence,”’ not the handling of express matter. 
Fourth Assistant Postmaster-General Bris- 
tow declares that ‘‘free delivery is a lux- 
ury,”’ and thereon proceeds to cut it down 
to the lowest’ erdurable limits. Seventy- 
three thousand American towns and vil- 
lages are left without any free-delivery 
service. In the nominating speeches at 
Chicago the prevailing sentiment.was 4 
glorification of war and of the national 
war office. Peace and the things that per- 
tain to peace found no place there. 

The President's attention has been re- 
peatedly called to his practically abso- 
lute power over our foreign postal rela- 
tions and to the fact that this power was 
given him with the special intent that it 
should be used for the lowering of postal

The 
New Zealand government offered a 2-cent 
half-ounce letter rate to all the world at 
the opening of the twentieth century. The 
President refuses a similar -boon to our 
exporting interests and to our foreign-born 
citizens. The President allows the free de- 
livery of New Zealand 2-cent letters in this 
country and exacts 5 cents from American 
citizens on their letters to New Zealand! 

A parcels-post bill drawn on the lines of 
the English parcels post and under the 
direction of one of our leading American 
manufacturers was introduced in Congress 
last winter. That bill has received the in- 
dorsement of practically the entire agri- 
cultural population of this country; the 
State of California is a unit in its favor, the 
Republican Massachusetts House of Rep- 
resentatives, led by the Democrat (Col. 
Drinkwater, has recently indorsed this bill 


by a two-thirds vote. Referred to the House | 


postal committee, that body declared by its 
chairman that the majority of them were 
opposed to even this simple measure, and 
refused the bill a hearing. 

I should add that the Grange of Pennsy!- 
vania is now sending out interrogatories to 
congressional candidates as to their atti- 
tude toward an extended and cheap parcels 
post, with the statement that upon their 
answers wilf®depend the farmers’ votes.

LONDON, July 11.—Maurice Baring. a 
war correspondent of the New York World, 
Post-Dispatch and London Morning Post, 
with the Russian forces {n Manchuria, who 
was recentiy reported to be lying ill in a 
military hospital at Liao Yang, telegraphs 
to the World and Post-Dispatch London 
bureau as follows: 

“Gen. Kuropatkin’'s Headquarters, Liao 
Yang, July 10.—I have just received permis- 
sion to go to the front. BARING.” 

The war correspondents with the Japa- 
nese armies are never permitted to go to 
the front nor to witness important fighting, 
or even maneuvering. 

The most momentous battles of the war 
seem to be close at hand—engagements 
which the Japanese hope will smother the 
Russians in Manchuria and force the Czar 
to give up his hold on Chinese territory. 

Steadily, resistlesaly, the Mikado’'s troops 
under Gens. Kuroki and Oku have been 
advancing upon Gen. Kuropatkin. 

Their most recent victory, the capture of 
Kai-Ping (often called Kai-Chow or Kai- 
Chou) gives them virtual possession of 
New-Chwang and the whole of the Kwan- 
tung peninsula, except Port Arthur, as 
well as all eastern Manchuria. 

While one army is laying siege to Port 
Arthur, the rest of the Japanese force in 
the field is being directed against the great 
bulk of Russia's troops, concentrated or 
concentrating under Gen. Kuropatkin at 
Liao Yang and Mukden. 

The outposts ofboth sides have been in 
touch some days, and the flerce skirmish- 
ing already reported, marked by dashing 
tactics on the one hand and stubborn cour- 
age on the other, foreshadows titanic strug- 
gling. 

An important expert witness of this his- 
tory-making clash of arms will be the 
World's war correspondent, who wires from 
Gen. Kuropatkin’s headquarters in Liao 
.Yang that he has just received permission 
from the Russian commander-in-chief to go 
to the front. 

The Hon. Maurice Baring has held im- 
portant posts in the British diplomatic 
service in the last seven years, notably at 
Paris, Copenhagen and Rome. He was third 
secretary of the British embassay at Rome 
when this war began. 


KUROPATKIN MUST FALL BACK 


TO SAVE HIS GREAT ARMY. 

ST. PETERSBURG, July § 11.—Gen. 
Kuropatkin, according to private advices 
from the front, will not make a serious 
attempt to hold Ta-Tche-Kiao, above 
Kai Chou, midway between that place 
and Hai Cheng, and where the railroad 
connects with the branch from New- 
Chwang. 
Developments of the Japanese strength 
on the Siu Yen roads seem to be forcin 
a Russian concentration between Ha 
Cheng and Laio Yang. but oe 
seem to be making to defend the former 
as long as possible. Gen. Count Kel- 
ler's force, which was a little southwest 
of Liao Yang, has apparently moved 
farther southward, to stay the advance 
of the Japanese direct from the Feng 
Wang Cheng-Hai preg road. 

The pressure on the ussian left rear 
ae 6t withdraws continues. There is 
now seemingly ractically nothing in 
the way of a apanese ocupation of 
New-Chwang and the completion of the 
Japanese line across the head of the 
Liao Tung peninsula. The fortification 
of the passes of the Feri Shui range and 
the semicircle eastward of Liao Tang 
is reported. 
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ATTEMPT TO STIR ENGLAND 
AGAINST RUSSIA FAILS. 
LONDON, July 1.—The attempt of the 
London Daily Express to revive the bogey 
of a possible Russian invasion of India by 


the publication of an alleged secret plan 
of campaign prepared by Gen. Kuropatkin, 
as cabled to the Associated Press early 
this morning, has not created a ripple of 
exrit ent.

INDORSED FOR CHAIRMAN | 
OF NATIONAL COMMITTEE 


Mack and Others Who Wanted an 
Eastern Man Are Surprised and 
Protest in Vain—Retiring Chair- 
man Jones Wouldn’t Take Part. 


Thomas T. Taggart of Indiana and his 
friends on the national Democratic com- 
mittee are smiling today over the manner 
in which they triumphed over the eastern 
wing of the committee at a meeting of the 
committee Sunday afternoon. 

Just as the easterners, under the shrewd 
leadership of Norman E. Mack of New 
York were congratulating themselves on 
their cleverness in having the next meet- 
ing for reorganization called for New 
York, they discovered that a meeting was 
already in progress in St. Louls, threat- 
ening to elect Taggart chairman at once 
and settle the question once for all. 

The eastern men desired an eastern man 
for chairman and it was with the view of 
chosing such a man that the motion was 
put and carried in the convention just be- 
fore closing early Sunday morning that the 
committee ‘meet in New York on the call of 
the retiring chairman, James K. Jones. 
The resolution carried in the excitement 
of the closing hours of the convention with 
no one except those who were responsible 
for its introduction catching exactly its 
purport and effect. 

Those members of the committee, 30 in all, 
who knew nothing of the passage of the 
resolution, met at the Jefferson Sunday 
afternoon at 2 o’clock in accordance with 
an agreement previously had. In the fight 
which followed the Taggart men gained a 
victory, although the meeting of the com- 
mittee will be held in New York, as in- 
structed by the resolution passed by tHe 
convention, but when it meets it will con- 
sider a resolution passed by the members 
of the committee in their Sunday session, 
declaring it to be “‘the sense of the meet- 
ing that when the committee convenes fn 
New York Thomas Taggart shall be elected 


chairman.”’

Organization. 

Norman E. Mack was present at : 
o’clock, represehting the Sheehan; Hill-Kel- 
mont crowd. A temporary penis re si was 
perfected by electing Mr. Taggart tempo- 
rary chairman and Henry Lehmann of 
Louisiana secretary. John I. Martin was 
named as temporary sergeant-at-arms. 

Upon the presentment of the proposition 
to proceed with the permanent organization 
of the committee, Mack objected, stating 
that the convention had clearly told the 
committee that it should not meet until 
called together by Chairman Jones, and 
that the meeting should be held in New 
York. Matters grew interesting at thiut 
time, but the Taggart men were certain'of 
their ground and consented to an adjourn- 
ment until 4 o'clock in the afternoon.

Upon the reconvening of the committee 
Sheehan, Hill and Belmont were present

upon invitation, and every member of the 
committee had been notified. All others 
were barred. Soon after meeting. Taggurt 
left the room upon request, as the mem- 
bers, or some of them, were going to say 
things about him which he might prefer 
not to hear. Chairman Jones refused to at- 
tend the moceng, saying that he could 
have nothing to do with it until he callod 
it to meet in New York im accordance 
with the instructions of the convention, 
and until he should have consulted Judge 
Parker. 

Notwithstanding the advice of Jones, the 
meeting was held and tH was a fight from 
beginning to end, the Taggart forces tri- 
umphing in the end. The Sheehan-Hill-Bel- 
mont people were represented by Mack and 
by J. M. Guffey of Pennsylvania. Senator 
Bailey of Texas was handling the wires for 
Taggart. 

The question of the latter's selection to 
be chairman of the committee came up. 
Mack declared an Eastern man should 
manage the campaign, but after hearing 
a talk by Senator Bailey, and discovering 
that trouble had been caused, he withdrew 
a little, and the matter was settled by the 
introduction and passage of the resolution 
declaring for Taggart. Bailey declared 
the Past had gotten both candidates and 
that the West was at least entitled to the 
chairmanship. 

The Taggart men profess not to under- 
stand why the Easterners have turned 
against Taggart, as they say he was in- 
strumental in the nomination and that 
without his support the nomination — 
not have been placed where it was. he 
matter was apparentiy settled satisfac- 
torily, but the Taggart men are going to 
take no chances and are laying their wires 
for a hard — when the committee meets 
in New York.

SIXTEEN HURT IK 
EXCURSION: WRECK 


Sixteen persons were injured in a wreck 
on the Missouri Pacific Sunday afternoon. 
being brought -to this city at 11 o'clock 
Sunday night. 

The wreck occurred at Labadie. Mo., 4 
miles from St. Louis, at 12:3 o'clock, and 
was caused by the tender jumping the 
track at a switch. The train was made 
up of 10 coaches and was one of the low- 
rate Sunday excursions. 

Four of the coaches turned over several 
times in a roll down a 15-foot embank- 
ment. There were about 600 on the train. 

The train, which was in charge of Con- 
ductor J. J. Betts of St. Louis and En- 
gineer Samuel White, was moving at a 
speed of about 49 miles an hour, when the 
tender split the switch, which the engine 
had passed over safely. Thea tender was 
torn loose from the engine and was ac- 
companied in a roll down the enrbankment 
by four of the 10 coaches. The others re- 
mained upon the embankment. The engine 
did not leave the rails and neither the 
engineer nor fireman was injured.

EXCURSION WRECK 


Special Carrying the First Plattdeut- 
schen Club of New York Hit 
by Following Train. 


NEW YORK, July 11.—Sixteen persons 
were killed and about three-score injured 
in the rear-end collision between trains 
on the Greenwood Lake division of the 
Eric railroad at Midvale, N. J., yesterday. 

The official list given out here shows that 
14 adults and two children lost their lives. 
Many of the injured are seriously hurt, 
and some of them may die.

heavy locomotives was too great, and 
that the iong train of 12 cars was car- 
ried along at a rate that sent it crashing 
into the train ahead with force sufficient 
to crumple the last two cars as though 
they had been made of paper. 

The belief that the engineer of the first 
locomotive of the rear train might have 
been rasponsible for the. accident led to 
the most dramatic incident of the day, when 
half a dozen national guardsmen attempted 
to Ilwnch the men they held to be in fault. 
Charles Landmesser, the engineer, was 
chased for several miles by the determined 
men, who declared that the engineér’s 
death alone could atone for what they be- 
lieved to be his negligence. There was a 
rumor that Landmesser had committed sui- 
cide. but he was afterward seen alive. 

The accident is belleved to have rerult- 
ed from a tower operator having lowered 
his signal too soon, and this is admitted 
by D. W. Cooke, general passenger agent 
of the Erie rallway.

He took the money to his home, 
where he dug a hole in the cellar under 
the front part of his house and buried it. 
It remained there unknown to anyone 
until a few weeks ago last Friday. Mrs. 
Taylor was in the Adirondacks spending 
a few weeks and Taylor had announced his 
intention of joining her. He waited that 
Friday night until his son had gone to 
bed, and then secured the money from the 
cellar. He signed the notes and cut them 
apart. Before that they had been in 
sheets.

Taylor, when he made this declaration, 
was ritting in the office of Secret Service 
Operative Murphy in the federal building.

His 
mouth twitched; his face was pale and 
drawn; there were deep pain furrows in 
his forehead and he seemed to be a man 
who had suddenly begun to grow old rap- 
idly.
